PLACEMENT OF AMERICAN. WE ALSO BELIEVE, HOWEVER, IF HIGHLY 
QUALIFIED CANDIDATE AVAILABLE, 

USUN MAY WISH ENDEAVOR PLACE HIM IN POST OF DEP DG OF GENEVA 
OFFICE (COIDAN REPLACEMENT) WHICH, ALTHOUGH REPORTEDLY EAR- 
MARKED BY FRENCH, MAY POSSIBLY BE AVAILABLE IN ONE YEAR. A

BELIEVE APPROPRIATE 

SUGGEST THAT INCOMING UNCTAD SYG COREA CONSIDER APPOINTING 
QUALIFIED AMERICAN, IF AVAILABLE, TO SENIOR UNCTAD POST. WE 
UNDERSTAND VACANCY EXISTS FOR DIRECTOR OF NEW YORK LIAISON OFFICE 
(VICE SIDNEY DELL, (D-2) - UK) WHICH DEALS WITH FINANCE, AID AND 
MONETARY MATTERS AND DIRECTOR OF INVISIBLES DIVISION (WLADYSLAW 
MALINOWSKI (D-2 - POLAND) IS DUE FOR RETIRMENT MARCH 31, 1974, 

UNLESS HIS TERM EXTENDED. 

5. AT P-5 LEVEL, POST OF DEPUTY DIRECTOR OF UN GENEVA LIBRARY 
VACANT AND MISSION UNDERSTANDS DECISION ON THIS JOB LIKELY TO BE 
MADE IN NEXT MONTH OR SO. HAVE PROPOSED NAME OF FRANCIS W. SCHORCK

6. FOR LONGER RUN, MISSION UNDERSTANDS THAT UN NEW YORK RECENTLY

SERVICE EXAMINATION INITALY IN CONCERT WITH ITALIAN GOVERNMENT TO 
IDENTIFY YOUNG CANDIDATES AT P-1 AND P-2 LEVEL AND THAT RESULTS 
MOST IMPRESSIVE. SINCE PART OF PROBLEM WITH UNDER REPRESENATION
